Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report  for  1943,  which  is  my  twenty-fifth  Report  presented  to  you. 
It  is  prepared  as  usual  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry’s  Circulars. 

The  birth-rate  of  the  area  is  17.7  per  1 ,000  of  the  population,  the  same  as  last  year,  but  the  death-rate  is  some- 
what lower — 11.1  per  thousand  of  the  population,  as  compared  with  11.7  the  previous  year.  One  death  occurred 
from  post-abortive  sepsis  and  two  other  deaths  from  maternal  causes.  No  deaths  occurred  from  Diphtheria.  It 
is  gratifying  to  note  that  during  1943,  especially  in  view  of  the  fact  that  it  was  a period  under  war  conditions,  there 
were  no  deaths  from  Infectious  Diseases,  except  Pneumonia. 

The  Treasurer  and  Engineer  to  this  Council  have  provided  me  with  the  customary  information  for  the  purpose 
of  this  Report  and  I take  the  opportunity  of  thanking  these  two  officers  for  material  supplied.

These  parts  of  your  area,  together 
with  Coedffranc,  are  the  only  parts  in  which  direct  scavenging  is  carried  out,  the  remaining  part  of  your  area  being 
scavenged  under  the  contract  system. 

I have  repeatedly  reported  in  the  past,  and  I again  draw  your  attention  to  the  fact,  that  scavenging  in  the 
district  as  a whole  will  not  compare  with  your  other  services  until  such  time  as  it  is  done  by  direct  labour  and  until

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(b)  Meat  and  Other  Foods. — There  is  one  slaughterhouse  in  the  area  requisitioned  by  the  Ministry  of  Food, 
namely,  Court  Herbert  Slaughterhouse,  near  Neath 

The  meat  from  animals  slaughtered  thereat  is  in  the  main  exported  to  other  towns,  chiefly  for  manufacturing 
purposes 

During  the  year,  as  will  be  seen  from  figures  given  below,  a large  amount  of  meat  was  surrendered  as  unsound, 
this  being  due  to  the  fact  that  the  bovines  brought  in  for  slaughter  are  chiefly  old  milch  cows  which  have  been  rejected 
from  grading  at  the  Marts  These  old  cows  are  often  tubercular,  emaciated  and  oedematous  Some  are  so  very 
thin  and  poor  in  conditions,  it  would  be  better  were  they  taken  direct  to  a knackers  yard  and  not  a slaughterhouse 

No  prime  beef  cattle  are  killed  at  this  slaughterhouse,  so  therefore  the  percentage  of  condemned  carcases  is 
high  (

It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  that  there  is  an  appreciable  decrease  in  the  number  of  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and 
Measles,  with  an  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  \\  hooping  Cough  and  a slight  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of 
Diphtheria  and  Pneumonia. 

Of  the  124  cases  of  Diphtheria  which  occurred  in  1943  the  greatest  number  occurred  in  the  Dulais  Valley,  the 
remainder  (with  the  exception  of  18  in  Coedffranc)  being  spread  over  the  area. 

In  respect  of  Scarlet  Fever,  the  64  cases  were  fairly  evenly  spread  over  the  whole  area. 

A Fable  is  given  later  in  this  Report  showing  the  Parish  Distribution  of  all  infectious  diseases  notified  during 
the  year.

Smallpox. — There  was  no  case  notified  during  the  year. 

scarlet  Fever. — 64  cases  were  notified  during  the  year,  all  of  a mild  nature.  There  were  no  deaths. 

Diphtheria. — 124  cases  were  notified  during  the  year.  There  were  no  deaths. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia. — 3 cases  were  notified  during  the  year.  All  three  recovered.  They  were  not  admitted 
io  hospital.

The  ratio  of  Non-Notified  Tuberculosis 'Deaths  to  total  Notified  Tuberculosis  deaths  is  as  8 is  to  31. 


Of  the  8 Non-Notified  cases  death  occurred  in  3 cases  in  hospitals  outside  the  area,  2 of  these  cases  being  notified 
as  Meningitis  and  the  third  as  Dementia  Praecox  and  T.B.  Two  further  cases  were  certified  after  post  mortem  to 
be  Silicosis  and  Tuberculosis.  In  the  remaining  three  cases  the  practitioners  certifying  death  were  of  the  opinion 
that  the  cases  had  previously  been  notified. 

Scabies. 

Scabies  Clinics  for  the  treatment  of  local  adult  and  child  sufferers  from  Scabies  were  held  on  Tuesday  of  each 
week  at  Cadoxton  First  Aid  Post.
